In Defense of the Dealer 
(Continued from page 1) 
time I had spent getting the things 
together for my most valued cus- 
tomers. Children can sometimes do the 
same damage. 

The above quoted paragraphs are 
only a few we have received of late, 
but they cover the territory of all in 
their direction of complaints. What 
is to be done about the situation? It 
would be helpful if some quick-witted 
person would write a book of “Eti- 
quette” for Antique hunters, even 
though other etiquette books quite 
cover the subject of any misconceived 
ocial and business graces. The above 
letters lead one to question if people 
in general, are getting less, rather 
than more civilized. 

Antique dealers, as a whole, are in- 
telligent business men and women 
conducting purely legitimate business’ 
little different from our department 
stores, gift shops, etc., of the present 
day. A friendly helpful spirit towards 
the customer is lacking only in very 
few shops throughout the country. 
The majority of dealers will bend over 
backwards to help a customer who has 
just started collecting, one who is gift 
shopping, and knows little about an- 
tiques, etc., and they cannot be blamed 
for criticizing the type of customer in 
question. The dealer who should be 
particularly respected is the one in 
whose home you must shop. Do not 
invade the privacy of the dealer’s 
home by roaming through it without 
first being asked—even when asked, 
proceed with caution, and by all 
means do not try and pressure the 
dealer into selling you any of their 
personal belongings—ones they may 
happen to show you out of kindness 
because of your expressed interest in 
the item. It shows no more good 
manners, than you would show by 
visiting your friends homes and trying 
to purchase everything of value in 
evidence. It is not in good taste. 

In reference to the customer who 
insists on spinning long yarns about 
the old things they either gave or 
threw away is of no interest to the 
shopkeeper at all. It probably hap- 
pened to them too at one time, and 
while the story may be interesting 
social talk, it only keeps Mr. Dealer 
from his next customer 
some of the day's mail, or doing some 
of the work so obviously present in 
every shop. If you need advice from 
the dealer, by all means ask him. He 
or she will be happy to tell you who 
will do a good refinishing job on that 
old chest in your attic, or help you 
discover how old a piece is that you 
have in your possession, or any 
similar information that you may 
need, but our suggestion to you is to 
let it go at that—no need to relate 
any history behind your question. 

The lady from Groton has an ideal 
method for caring for children when 
mothers are looking through her shop. 
To attract their attention, she has in 
a prominent spot several children’s 
chairs including perhaps a Potty chair. 
The Potty chair is an eyecatcher for 
children and they spend a great deal 
of their visit exclaiming over and 
examining it. For the girls, this same 
lady keeps an inexpensive doll half- 
dressed, surrounded by its wardrobe. 
It keeps any little girl quite busy she 
has found, changing the doll from one 
dress to another. A mechanical turtle 
with a key (no spring) interests little 
boys who after winding, and trving it 
on the floor several times can’t pos- 
sibly figure out why it does not per- 
form for them. All of these amuse- 
ments are enjoyed while the children 
sit in the little chairs placed there for 
their benefit, and their parents do 
their shopping.
